Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Carruthers  and  Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  your  School  Medical  Officer,  Capt. 
Fraser,  R.A.M.C.,  who  joined  His  Majesty’s  Forces  in 
June,  1917,  I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children  in  the  Rorough  for 
the  year  ending  Dec.  31st,  1918. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Education  the 
Report  has  been  made  as  brief  as  possible,  and  has  been 
framed  generally  on  the  lines  laid  down  in  the  Board’s 
Circular  935. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  (1)  the  appointment  of  a 
School  Nurse  in  May;  (2)  the  transference  of  the  School 
Clinic  to  Saltergate,  which  will  allow  of  its  being  open 
daily;  (3)  that  the  arrangement  with  the  County  with 
regard  to  Dental  Treatment  will  be  put  into  operation 
when  sanctioned  by  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Education  Committee,  the  Secretary  of  the  Education 
Committee,  the  teachers,  the  School  Attendance  Officers, 
for  the  valuable  co-operation  and  help  given  me  during' 
my  tenure  of  office,  and  to  record  my  appreciation  of  tho 
good  work  done  by  the  School  Nurse,  Mrs.  Froggatt, 
the  x\ssistant  at  Inspections,  and  the  Assistant  Clerk.

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GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  routine  medical  inspection  of  entrants,  leavers, 
and  intermediate  (8-9  years)  group  was  continued 
throughout  the  year,  save  that  in  November  and  Decem¬ 
ber  the  Schools  were  closed  owing  to  the  Influenza 
Epidemic,  as  a  consequence,  no  routine  examination  was 
made  at  the  Central,  or  Hipper  Street,  or  St.  Helen’s 
School,  and  the  third  re-inspection  of  all  the  schools  was 
completed  early  in  January,  1919  The  general  arrange¬ 
ments  have  been  similar  to  those  of  previous  years.  The 
total  number  of  children  examined  (groups  1-3)  was 
1332.

Dental  Defects. 

The  Education  Committee  have  entered  into  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  County  Council  as  regards  dental  treat¬ 
ment  for  school  children,  and  it  only  awaits  the  assent  of 
the  Board  of  Education  to  be  put  into  effect. 

The  Dull  and  Backward  Figures. 

It  is  the  custom  here  for  children  to  be  placed  in  the 
standard  of  their  age  and  not  in  the  standard  of  their  at¬ 
tainments,  therefore  these  figures  are  arrived  at  from  the 
opinion  of  the  teachers  and  not  from  comparison  of  the 
average  age  of  the  class  and  the  age  of  the  child. 

Mentally  Defectives. 

There  are  children  waiting  to  go  to  schools  for  the 
Mentally  Defective,  but  there  appears  to  be  no  vacancies 
for  them. 

Physically  Defective. 

The  Education  Committee  have  condemned  certain 
schools  as  unfit  and  have  passed  the  plans  of  the  build¬ 
ings  to  replace  them,  but  War  conditions  prevented  these 
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being  erected.  With  the  coming  of  Peace  it  will  be  for 
the  Committee  and  their  Medical  Officer  to  consider  what 
developments  are  feasible  under  the  Education  Act  of 
1918. 


The  School  for  Crippled  and  Delicate  Children. 

This  has  been  continued  at  the  “Settlement.”  The 
Superintendent  reports  that  23  children  on  the  books 
made  1,102  attendances.  Five  children  were  sent  for  a 
week’s  holiday  in  the  country.  This  is  the  only  pro¬ 
vision  and  a  voluntary  one  for  the  education  of  enfeebled 
children  and  is  a  great  deal  better  than  nothing,  but  the 
premises  are  unsuitable.  It  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Committee  to  make  suitable  provision  at  the  earliest 
possible  date. 


Clothing  and  Footgear. 

i 

The  few  cases  where  Clothing  and  Footgear  were  de¬ 
fective  were  found  to  be  due  to  carelessness  or  neglect 
rather  than  destitution. 


Improvement  in  Percentage  of  Cases  Treated. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  there  is  again  an  improvement 
in  percentage  of  defects  treated,  72.7,  as  compared  with 
65.6  in  1917;  this  is  to  be  attributed  in  part  to  the  better 
following  up  of  cases  made  possible  by  the  work  of  the 
School  Nurse.  The  homes  visited  by  her  totalled  279. 


During  the  year  the  School  Nurse,  who  was 
appointed  in  May,  made  the  complete  cleanliness  inspec¬ 
tion  of  all  the  schools,  and  improvement  is  shewn  at  the 
second  inspection,  although  made  in  winter,  whereas  the 
first  was  a  summer  examination.

These  Tables  of  Defects  are  only  roughly  comparable 
with  the  tables  of  1917,  which  were  the  product  of  Dr, 
Fraser’s  work  and  mine,  and  similarly  they  will  not  be 
comparable  with  the  figures  for  1919. 


For  example  take  Adenoids.  All  children  have 
some  Adenomatous  tissue  in  their  throats.  When  this 
becomes  a  defect  is  a  matter  of  opinion,  when  it  should 
be  operated  on  is  again  one  on  which  opinions  differ, 
and  as  the  inclusion  or  exclusion  of  border  line  cases  is 
dependant  on  the  individual  medical  examiner,  compara¬ 
tive  tables  of  defects  found  in  different  schools  have  not 
been  included  in  this  report. 


THE  SCHOOL  CLINIC. 

Inspection  Clinics  have  been  held  twice  weekly  on 
Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons,  from  2  to  5  o’clock. 

The  system  of  working  the  Clinics  is  the  same  as  in 
previous  years.

A  few  simple  ointments  are  supplied  at  the  Clinic 
for  the  treatment  of  these  infectious  conditions. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  School  Clinic  wTas 
transferred  from  the  Education  Offices  to  what  used  to 
be  the  Borough  Surveyors  Office  in  Saltergate;  this  will 
render  possible  a  daily  treatment  clinic  attended  by  the 
School  Nurse  under  Supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer 
and  should  expedite  the  recovery  of  children  from  infec¬ 
tious  skin  disease,  and  thus  diminish  the  school  time 
lost  by  reason  of  their  exclusion. 
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During  1918,  at  the  County  School  Clinic,  136  child¬ 
ren  were  treated  for  defective  vision,  and  six  children 
with  ringworm  of  the  head  received  X-Ray  treatment. 

The  Clinic  is  primarily  an  annexe  of  the  Attendance 
Department  to  determine  whether  absentees  are  or  are 
not  fit  to  attend  school,  and  the  children  after  examina¬ 
tion  are  told  to  attend  or  are  excluded  from  school.  If 
excluded  they  are  seen  periodically  at  the  Clinic.  Child¬ 
ren  thought  to  be  ailing  are  also  sent  by  the  teachers  and 
for  the  same  reason,  namely,  to  learn  whether  they 
should  attend  school.  Treatment  is  not  attempted  ex¬ 
cept  as  stated  above,  but  if  treatment  appears  necessary 
the  parents  are  advised  to  call  in  their  family  doctor,  or 
seek  hospital  treatment  as  the  case  requires.  If  necessary 
further  following  up  is  done  by  the  School  Nurse  and 
the  Civic  Guild  to  see  that  the  child  does  receive  treat¬ 
ment,  and  as  all  children  while  excluded  from  School 
are  seen  periodically  at  the  Clinic;  if  they  are  found  not 
to  be  receiving  treatment,  further  warning  is  given  to 
the  parent. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  Epidemic  of  Measles  which  reached  its  maxi¬ 
mum  in  December,  1917,  gradually  subsided,  and  was 
over  in  April. 

The  following  Infant  Departments  were  closed  when 
their  attendance  had  dropped  to  50  per  cent,  on  account 
of  Measles: — Spital,  January  11th  to  February  2nd  in¬ 
clusive;  Derby  Road  Infants’,  January  11th  to  February 
2nd  inclusive;  Christ  Church  Infants’,  February  14th  to 
March  7th  inclusive. 

All  the  Schools  in  the  Borough  were  closed  owing  to 
the  Influenza  Epidemic  from  November  11th  to  the  end 
of  the  term. 

Hipper  Street  Girls’  School  was  also  closed  from 
July  23rd  to  July  26th  inclusive  owing  to  the  absence  of 
teachers  through  Influenza. 
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School  notifications  are  of  great  importance  for  the 
control  of  diseases,  especially  of  those  not  compulsorily 
notifiable  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification) 
Act,  and  it  is  hoped  the  members  of  the  Teaching  Staffs 
will  continue  to  bring  all  these  cases  to  the  notice  of  the 
School  Medical  Officer.

RE-INSPECTIONS. 

Under  the  scheme  which  was  established  some  years 
ago  defective  children  are  re-inspected  three  times  in 
the  year.  The  homes  of  children  for  whom  nothing  has 
been  done  are  visited  by  the  School  Nurse.  A  list  of  the 
children  for  whom  no  treatment  has  been  provided  is 
sent  to  the  Medical  Inspection  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Civic  Guild.  The  ladies  of  this  Committee  follow  up 
these  cases  to  their  homes  and  urge  on  the  parents  the 
need  of  obtaining  suitable  treatment. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Ranken  Hayes,  Secretary  of 
the  Civic  Guild,  for  the  appended  report  on  the  work 
done  by  the  Medical  Inspection  Sub-Committee  during 
1918.
